Gentlemen: — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Sixty  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Buffalo  Police  Department  for 
the  year  1939. 

In  accordance  with  good  police  practice,  the  lac  Is  and  ligures  compiled  in  this  report,  were-  gathered 
during  the  year,  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  the  department  with  a  know  ledge  ol  ils  problems,  so 
that  an  intelligent  effort  could  be  made  to  cope  with  diem. 

I  he  various  statistical  tables  and  othe  r  data  represent  the  volume  of  crime-  and  the  number  and 
various  types  of  traffic  accidents  OCCUring  during  that  period,  and  the  department  s  record  ol  accomplish 
ment. 

I  able  IV  contains  the  number  and  disposition  of  major  offenses  known  to  the  police  and  is  pre- 
pared to  show  a  comparison  of  ligures  lor  the  past  three  years. 

Murder — Non  Negligent  Manslaughter  shows  an  increase  of  seven  cases  over  1938,  four  of  which 
were  due  to  an  arson  lire  in  the  I'iflh  Precine  I  With  the  exception  of  burglars  and  a  slight  increase 
in  automobile  thelt.  all  other  classes  show  marked  improvement.  Pol  )berv  dec  reaseel  2sf'r  which 
is  indeed  gratifying  because  of  the  serious  nature  of  the  offense. 

A  comparative  crime  table  for  the  pasl  twenty-one  years,  prepared  from  departtmental  records  is 
shown  on  Page  20  ol  this  report.  I  he  ligures  indie, etc-  a  favorable  crime  trend  lor  Bullalo.  I  here  was 
less  crime  here  in  the  year  1939,  than  in  anj  other  year  ol  that  period. 

In  our  program  for  safety  in  traffic  movement,  serious  effort  was  directed  towards  accident  pre- 
vention. Twenty  four  hour  patrol  of  the  citys  streets,  was  in  ellee  t  all  during  the  year,  by  squads 
prepared  to  make  a  thorough  inquiry  into  the  causes  of  traffic  accidents. 

Although  there  was  an  increase  in  the  automobile  registration,  some  improvement  over  the  pre- 
ceding year  was  noted.  SI  persons  we  re  killed,  a  decrease  ol  two.  and  3166  injured,  30  less  than  in 
1938.  While  the  improvement  is  slight  the  trend  is  Favorable  and  encouraging.  Greater  effort  will 
be  made  in  the  forthcoming  year  to  further  reduce  the  accident  toll. 

The  data  submitted  by  the  Crime  Prevention  Bureau  is  an  interesting  part  of  this  report,  and  indi- 
cates that  this  activity  is  now  established  as  a  permanent  police  func  tion,  the  importance  of  which  is 
likely  to  increase  with  the  years. 

Sixty-four  recruits  to  the  Force  received  their  preliminary  training  in  the  police  school  during  the 
year,  and  were  then  assigned  to  the  various  precincts  for  patrol  duty. 

First  Aid  played  an  important  part  in  the  school  curriculum.  Classes  were  conducted  all  during 
the  year,  and  a  large  number  of  members  completed  the  prescribed  courses. 

Another  activity  developed  during  the  past  few  years  and  now  prosing  its  worth  is  the  Scientific 
Crime  Detection  Laboratory.  Members  of  the  staff  generously  donate  their  time  and  services,  and  I 
believe  a  perusal  of  their  report  will  prove  to  be  very  enlightening. 

Our  financial  statement  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1939,  show  the  total  expenditure  as 
$3,247,034.45. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  honorable  Mayor,  the  Council,  and  members  of  the  department 
for  their  cooperation  during  1939.

Excerpt  from  the  City  Charter  with  reference  to  disability  of  members  of  the  Police 

Department: 

ARTICLE  12,  Sec.  238.  DISABILITY.  The  Commissioner  shall  grant  to  each  member  of  the  Depart- 
ment, when  disabled  by  sickness,  full  pay  for  the  time  the  disability  exists;  not,  however,  to  exceed  a  period 
of  six  months,  and  if  a  member  of  the  Department  becomes  disabled  while  in  the  performance  of  duty,  full 
pay  until  he  shall  be  able  to  resume  his  duty,  for  no  longer  period,  however,  than  one  year.

The  form  of  practice  is  changed  monthly  and  includes  slow,  time  and  rapid  fire,  with  the  left  and  right 
hand,  at  varying  distances  at  different  size  targets  and  silhouettes,  including  moving  targets. 

Approximately  85,000  rounds  of  new  and  reloaded  ammunition  were  used  at  the  Range. 

Two  members  of  the  Department  are  detailed  to  the  Pistol  Range  as  instructors.

Communication 

The  most  practical  methods  of  disseminating  police  information  arc  now  employed  in  Buffalo's 
communication  system. 

At  radio  station  WMJ,  our  operators  use  the  radio -tele graph  for  intercity  transmissions,  and  tli< 
radio   phone  for  contact  with  local  and  county  mobile  units. 

The  tw  o-way  teletype  connects  headquarters  \\  ilh  the  radio  station  anc  I  (lie  precinct  station  houses. 

The  Morse  telegraph  in  use  since  1873,  was  retained  for  its  convenience  and  low  maintenance 
cost,  and  acts  as  an  auxiliary  system. 

The  figures  herein  given  indicate  the  volume  of  business  handled  on  tlie  system,  during  l(M<>.

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Police  Training  School 


During  llit*  year,  sixty-lour  patrolmen  were  appointed  to  the  Force  from  the  Civil  Service  eligible 
list,  in  three  "roups  ol  twenty-live,  nineteen  and  twenty. 

I  he  training  period  lor  the  new  officers  continued  For  six  week^.  and  the  Following  is  .1  partial  lisl 
of  the  subjet  ts  covered 

Rules  and  Regulations  ol   the  Police  Department,  the  Penal  Code,  City  Ordinances,  Powers  and 
Duties  ol  a  Police  Officer,  Court  Procedure  and  Evidence,  Revolver  Practice,  and  the  care  and  use  <>l 
firearms.  Military  Drill.  Humane  Handling  ol  Prisoners,  (  liminal  Identification  Methods,  and  instruc 
lions  in  the  standard  course  ol  birsl  Aid. 

I  he  new  subjects  added  to  the  course  included  some  training  in  the  science  of  polite  work,  and 

were  designed  to  leac  h  the  rec  ruit  how  to  make  a  proper  investigation  and  preserve  evidence  Found  at 
the  scene  of  a  crime. 

Although  the  training  period  was  much  loo  short   to  cover  all   phases  ol   polite  work,  efforl  w.i- 

made  to  cover  as  muc  h  ground  as  possible.     I  he  new   men  displayed  real  interest  during  ihe  c  lasses, 

and  gave  evidence  that  the  efforts  ol  their  instructors   were  appreciated.  Il   is  believed   thai   at  the 

completion  ol  the  course,  each  man  had  acquired  sufficient  knowledge  ol  the  Fundamentals  <>l  police 
duly  to  enable^  him  to  render  efficient  service  to  the  community. 

A  course  of  instruction  designed  to  prepare  patrolmen  lor  the  lieutenant  s  examination  was  held 
early  in  the  year.  Four  hundred  men  from  this  rank  attended  the  (lasses  which  continued  for  eighl 
weeks. 

Members  ol  the  school  stall  visited  both  the  public  and  parochial  schools  during  the  year.  giving 
safety  talks  to  the  children.  I  his  educational  campaign  was  extended  to  include  various  adult  groups, 
and  in  this  way  a  large  number  ol  grownups  were  reac  hed.  I  hev  also  assisted  in  the  arrangements 
for  the  series  of  lectures  sponsored  by  the  scientific  staff,  which  were  given  in  the  training  school 
during  the  year. 

Tw  o  members  of  the  Accident  Prevention  Bureau,  Patrolmen  Donald  J.  Delaney  and  (  ieorge  N. 
Stein,  attended  the  special  course  given  by  the  I  raflic    Institute  o  f  Northw  estern   I  niversity.    Il   is  ex 
pected  that  special  training  ol  this  kind,  will  aid  in  the  further  development  ol  this  important  bran*  h 
of  service. 

School  Instructors — Lieutenant  John  J.  Shanahan,  Desk  Lieutenant  Wilbur  J.  I  inner.  Ihe  latter 
was  assisted  by  Lieutenant  William  J.  Shanahan,  in  the  safety  campaign  conducted  For  the  school 
children. 


First  Aid  Activities 

First  Aid  had  a  prominent  place  in  the  school  curriculum  during  l(M<).  \l  various  limes  classes 
were  conducted  for  both  new  and  older  members  of  the  Force. 

Dr.  \V.  J.  Fenton,  of  the  Americ  an  Red  Cross.  Washington,  D.  C  gave  us  the  benefit  ol  his 
services  from  Oc  tober  Oil,  to  20th.  A  total  of  eighty-one  persons,  many  of  whom  were  not  members 
of  the  department  were  enrolled  for  the  instructors  course,  given  by  Dr.  I'enton.  Ihe  lollowing  police- 
officers  passed  the  required  tests,  qualifving  them  to  teac  h  this  subejet.  Lieutenants  Ceorgc-  F.  I  ourjie. 
Alfred  J.  Sendker.  Will  iam  J.  Shanahan,  Anthony  F.  Wiscamp,  William  I.  S  u!li\  an.  Dele,  1 1\  c 
Arthur  J.  C  ollins.  Patrolmen  William  A.  Martin.  Henrv  A.  Dressell  and  Robert  lantzen. 

Up  to  1 1  le  present  lime.  373  members  of  the  department,  have  taken  the  standard  course.  The 
(lasses  were  in  two  hour  periods,  and  continued  for  ten  weeks.  Ihe  advanced  course  was  taken  l>\  92 
members,  who  attended  (lasses  lor  five  weeks.

In  Falling  Smith's  head  shuck 
the  stone  step.  He  was  removed!  to  tl.e  (  nlumhus  I  lospiti  a,  w  dcre  lie  died  at  J:  13  A.  M..  Marc  li  29th. 
from  Iractured  skull. 

On  April  0,  1939,  Salo  was  arrested  In  olfic  ers  ol  llie  hirst  Precinct  and  the  Detective  Bureau. 
,ind  charged  with  Manslaughter  Second  Degree. 

On  April  26,  1939,  the  (  rrand  Jury  returned  «i  no  Kill  in  his  case. 

Aliout  1:13  A.  M..  June  29,  1939.  CI  arcnc  e  Russell,  age  01.  ol  Mi  Easl  Eagle  Si  reel.  was  stabdcd 
several  limes  in  llie  chest  in  llie  liall-wa>  ol  tliis  address,  and  died  within  a  lew  minutes  from  hemorr 

ages. 

It  appears  that  Russell  and  Joseph  Arroyo,  alias  Mexican  Joe.  age  JO.  no  address,  were  attentive 
to  the  same  women.    In  a  jealous  rage,  the  Mexican  attacked  Russell.  Madding  dim  wild  a  small  knile. 

Arroyo  was  arrested  dy  detectives  ol  tde  Firsl  Precinct  ana  the  Detective  Bureau  Homicide  Squad 
and  charged  with  Murder  hirst  Degree. 

On  September  29,  1939,  he  was  indicted  on  the  same  charge,  placed  on  Irial  delore  Judge  I  horn 
on  December  8.  1939,  and  acquitted. 

Fendall  C.  Sutderland,  age  00.  rooming  at  170  Seneca  Street,  was  assaulted  about  11  P.  M.,  July 
12,  1939,  while  in  a  restaurant  at  ION  Seneca  Street.  I  lis  assailant  I  larr\  Emerson  Shaw,  age  ~>i.  ol 
301  Michigan  Avenue,  was  arrested  dy  I" irsl  Precinct  Police,  on  a  charge  ol  Manslaughter  I'irsl 
Degree. 

The  two  men  had  deen  drinking  and  in  the  heal  ol  an  argument  Shaw  struck  Sutherland  with 
his  fist.  In  falling  dis  head  struck  the  tile  Boor,  He  was  assisted  l<>  liis  feel  and  K  it  the  room.  A  shori 
lime  later  Sutherland  was  lound  at  llie  loot  ol  a  stairway  on  llie  second  lloor.  having  fallen  from  the 
floor  above.     He  died  in  the  kmergenc  y  I  lospital  al  V2">  A.  M.,  JuK    I  itd  Irom  Iractured  skull. 

On  September  20  .1939.  an  indictment  charging  Shaw  with  Manslaughter  2nd  Degree,  was  re- 
lumed dy  llie  (  irand  Jury.  Later  a  plea  to  guilly  ol  Assau  It  ltd  D.  •gree  was  accepted  Irom  him.  On 
November  1st  Judge  I  horn  sentenced  him  to  the  Erie  Count)  Penitentiary  for  one  year. 

About  10:30  P.  M..  Septem  ber  22,  1939,  Frank  Stefaniak,  age  20,  of  1 3  J  Soulh  Lark  Avenue, 
was  run  over  by  a  truck  in   Ironl   ol    ">0  Indiana  Slreel.     I  le  was  remcned  lo  llie  Emergency  I  los 
pital  where  he  died  on  September  2~>lh. 

Stefaniak  jumped  onto  llie  side  ol  llie  truck,  which  was  operated  dy  Prank  Anthony,  age  30.  ol  02 
Link  Street,  demanding  to  see  Anthonys  union  card,  and  al  the  same  time,  attempted  to  turn  oil  llie 
ignilion  switch.  Anthonx  pushed  him  away,  and  he  I,. II  under  the  true  k.  the  wheels  passing  over  his 
body.  Anthony  drove  to  No.  1  Station,  to  report  that  he  had  been  interfered  with,  and  did  not  appear 
to  be  aware  that  the  truck  had  run  over  Stefaniak.  After  tfie  death  ol  the  later  Anthony  was  arrested 
on  a  charge  ol  Manslaughter  Second  Degree. 

On  October  lOlli  the  charge  was  dismissed  in  City  Court  dy  Judge  Kelly. 

THIRD  PRECINCT 

On  Fedruary  9,  1939,  Fred  Blanc  hard,  age  30,  of  723  Washington  Street,  was  arrested  by  officers 
of  tfie  Crime  Prevention  Bureau,  on  a  charge  of  Murder  First  Degree. 

Blanchard  was  accused  of  smothering  Claude  Blanchard,  his  infant  son,  age  four  months,  on 
Novemder  25,  1939.  At  the  time  Blanchard  was  rooming  at  382  Franklin  Street,  with  his  common 
law  wife  Nina  Parrish,  age  20.  He  disposed  of  the  body  by  placing  it  in  a  suitcase,  and  carrying  i! 
to  tfie  dumps  in  Bear  Swamp,  Town  of  Amherst.  There  the  infants  body  was  placed  in  a  burlap  dag 
and  duried.  Nina  Parrish  and  Eugene  Powers,  age  38,  of  22  Lafayette  Avenue  were  held  as  material 
witnesses. 

On  Fedruary  24,  1939.  Blanchard  was  indicted  for  Manslaughter  First  Degree.  He  was  placed 
on  trial  April  17th  defore  Judge  Hinkley  in  the  Supreme  Court,  found  guilty  of  Manslaughter  Second 
Degree.  On  April  28th  fie  was  given  a  sentence  or  7J/2  to  10  years  in  Attica  State  Prison. 
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About  2:30  A.  M.,  February  2  1.  10  30,  Arthur  Williams,  age  50  colored  ol  188  Clinton  Street, 
was  brought  to  the  Emergency  1  lospilnl  and  treated  lor  an  injury  to  his  upper  lip.  He  told  police 
officers  the  injuries  were  received  in  a  lall  at  HI  Michigan  Avenue. 

On  March  7th  he  swore  out  a  warrant  lor  Assault  Third  Degree  against  one  Al.  Rucke.  age  24. 
colored,  ol  183  Clinton  Street,  accusing  Kim  ol  causing  his  injury.  The  latter  was  given  thirty  days 
in  the  penitentiary.  On  March  12th  Williams  was  again  removed  to  tbe  Emergency  Hospital  where 
he  died  From  a  hemorrhage.  Rucke  was  arrested  by  members  ol  the  Homicide  Squad  on  a  charge  ol 
Manslaughter  Second  Degree.  On  April  29th  the  charge  was  dismissed  in  City  Court  by  Judge  Chip 
man. 

FOURTH  PRECINCT 

James  Sweeper,  age  50,  colored,  ol  450  Clinton  Street,  was  killed  hv  a  shot  i<uii  charge  in  du- 
nce k.  about  7:20  P.  M..  l;eh.   I  I,  1030.  while  in  the  kitchen  ol  the  house  al  Clinton  Street. 

Police  ol  the  Fourth  Prec  inc  t  arrested  Charles  Warren,  age  51.  ol  (54  Clinton  Street  on  a  charge 
of  Murder  First  Degree.  Warren  admitted  shooting  Sweeper,  claiming  sell  defense.  I  !<■  accused 
Sweeper  ol  undue  attention  to  his  wile  Mary  Warren,  lust  before  the  shooting  the  two  men  had  l>een 
lighting  in  the  kitchen.  Sweeper  cut  Warren  in  the  left  shoulder  with  a  knife. 

On  February  21th  Warren  was  indie  led  for  Murder  Second  Degree-.  On  September  18th,  he 
was  placed  on  trial  before  Judge  William  A.  Cold,  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  ae  quilled. 

Leon Morrison,  age  51,  a  druggist  al  294  Sycamore  Stree  t,  was  found  lying  on  tlie  lloor  back  ol 
his  soda  fountain  about  0:50  P.  M..  I  )e  e  e-mbe-i  20,  1939,  by  Robert  Koerner,  age  23,  of  286  Syc  amore 
Street,  who  entered  the  store  to  make  a  purchase. 

Dr.  Mark  Grinstein,  ol  496  William  Street  was  called  in  and  upon  examination  pronounced 
Morrison  dead. 

Further  examination  was  made  by  Medic  al  Examiner  Paul  J.  Rulecki,  who  loiinel  a  bullet  wound 
in  the  lell  breast.  Morrison  was  found  to  have  been  kil'ed  by  a  22  c  alibre  (long)  bullet  whi<  li  passed 
through  the  heart  and  lodged  in  the  spine. 

No  apparent  motive  lor  the  crime  has  been  established.  I  he  evidence  was  presented  to  the 
Grand  Jury,  and  a  John  I  )„c-  indictment,  charging  Murder  hirst  Degree  was  returned. 

(Case  solved  on  Feb.  20,  1940,  by  the  arrest  ol  Raymond  Finnic,  colored,  age  17.  75a  Willerl 
Park,  who  confessed  shooting  Mr.  Morrison  in  an  attempted  holdup.! 

FIFTH  PRECINCT 

At  1:20  A.  M..  Marc  h  II,  1939,  Patrolmen  Fred  J.  Beuchc,  and  John  F.  I  ouslcy.  o  I  il„-  Fifth 
Precinct,  patrolling  in  a  radio  c  ar,  noticed  names  issuing  from  a  one  and  a  hall  story  frame  dwelling 
at  035  Plymouth  Avenue,  home  of  Willliam  B.  Clark,  and  turned  in  an  alarm  of  fire. 

I  lie  officers  attempted  to  rouse  the  occupants  of  the  house,  and  upon  the  arrival  of  the-  lire-  ap- 
paratus, assisted  the  liremen  to  eary  a  man  and  four  children   from   the  burning  building. 

The  following  fatalities  resulted  from  burns  and  monoxide  gas  poisoning:  William  D.  Clark,  Sr. 
age  78;  Bernette  Clark,  age  9;  William  Clark,  age  8;  and  James  Shanon.  age  10,  ol  1 5  JO  Niagara 
Street,  a  visitor  for  the  night.    James  C  lark,  age  7,  was  injured. 

Subsequent  investigation  by  the  Police  Homicide  Squad,  and  the  Fire  Department  Prevention 
Bureau,  developed  indications  that  the  house  had  been  set  on  lire.  John  Joseph  Coogan,  age  39.  ol  I  ~> 
Herkimer  Street,  a  former  employee  of  Clark,  in  the  trucking  business,  was  he-Id  as  a  suspect.  lb- 
had  been  dismissed  by  Clark  for  some-  misconduct,  and  was  believed  to  have  a  grudge  against  (  [ark 
for  that  reason.  He  was  brought  to  Police  I  leadquarters,  and  submitted  to  the  polygraph  lest.  I  le  ad 
milted  setting  the  Clark  home-  on  lire-,  and  then  made  a  full  confession.  He  also  accepted  responsibility 
for  three  other     sel     lires  in  thai  neighborhood. 

On  March  23rd,  an  indictment  charging  Murder  hirst  Degree,  and  Arson  hirst  Degree,  was  re 
turned  against  him. 

On  June  5th,  Coogan  was  placed  on  trial  in  the  Supreme  Court,  before  Justice  Willi, mi  A  (  add. 
He  was  convicted  as  charged  and  on  bine-  2  3rd.  lie  was  sentenced  to  Attica  Prison  for  lib-  on  the 
Murder  charge,  and  given  an  additional   I  0to  80  years  for  Arson. 

Domestic  diffic  ulties,  extending  over  a  period  of  time,  c  aused  the  fatal  stabbing  ol  Bcukih  Braund, 
age  44,  and  the  suic  ide-  ol  lie-i  husband,  William  Braund,  age  49.  in  tbe-  home  al  120  Breckenridge 
Sheet,  about  8:20  P.  M..  June  23.  1030. 

Braund  stabbed  his  wife  with  a  butcher  knife  in  the  upper  part  ol  the  chest.  severing  large 
arteries,  and  causing  death  within  a  short  time.  He  then  went  to  the  basement,  and  used  the  weapon 
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upon  himself,  indicting  wounds  in  I  In-  <  he-sl  and  abdomen,  and  c  utting  liis  throat  with  a  safety  razor 
blade.  He  was  removed  to  llie  (  olumhus  Hospital  where-  lie  died  two  hours  Liter. 

I  lie  couple  liad  been  living  apart  lor  al)out  four  months.  Braund  having  accommodation:  in  the 
apartment  of  his  daughter  Mrs.  Virginia  I'arnsworth.  in  the  rear  ol  the  huilding. 

EIGHTH  PRECINCT 

Ahout  10:30  P.  M..  July  17.  1939.  Howard  Pollard,  age  II  was  assaulted  l>\  a  colored  man.  whom 
he  found  trespassing  on  his  premises  at  2  I ~)  Madison  Street.  Pollard  asked  the  man  what  he  was 
doing  in  his  yard,  and  received  a  Mow  from  the  list  ol  the  prowler.  In  hilling  his  head  slrink  the  con- 
crete drive,  causing  a  fracture  ol  the-  skull.  I  he  doctor  in  charge-  ol  the  ambulance  which  was  called, 
pronounc  ed  him  dead. 

I  he  negro  escaped  the  sc  ene  and  his  identity    has  not  hecn  learned  up  to  this  time.  (  Else  was  pre 
senled  to  the  Grand  Jury  and  a  John  Doe  indictment   lor  Manslaughter  First   Degree  returned.  (  ase 
unsolved. 

TENTH  PRECINCT 

James  Moser,  age  32.  ol  00  Sixteenth  Street,  was  slahhed  in  the  <  best  and  abdomen,  w  ill)  a  pocket 
knife  about  2:30  A.  M..  March  II.  1039.  at  York  and  Sixteenth  Streets,  and  died  at  11:34  P.  ML. 
March  I  5th.  in  the  Columbus  Hospital,  from  the  ell  ec  Is  ol  his  w  ounds. 

Police  ol  the-  lenlh  Precinct  and  Detective  Bureau,  arrested  Joseph  (  oiicchia.  age-  21.  ol  No.  87 
Sixteenth  Street,  on  a  charge-  ol  Murder  Second  egree. 

Shortly  hefore  the  ass.iull.  Moser.  (  oiicchia  and  others  cpiarrelled  in  a  nearby  tavern  over  beer 
spilt  on  some  play  ing  c  ards.  I  he  argument  was  continued  at  the  ahove  loc  ation,  and  terminated  in  the 
fatal  stabbing  ol  N [osei 

An  indictment  charging  Manslaughter  l"irs|  Degree  was  returned  against  (  oiicchia.  I  rial  ol  the 
(  ase  pendi  ng  al  (  lose  ol   I  he  year. 

FOURTEENTH  PRECINCT 

About  2:30  A.  M..  July  22.  1050.  Robert  Borneman.  age-  10.  ol  I  f>0  Halherl  St  reel,  was  assaulted 
in  front  of  171  Halherl  Stre-et.  and  died  in  the-  Central  Park  C  linie    al  N:lN    \.  M..  the-  same  clay. 

A  shorl  time  before  Borneman  and  Paul  I).  Brown,  age  32.  of  12"))  East  Ferry  Street,  were  in- 
volved in  an  argument,  which  developed  into  a  lisl  light.  Brown  struck  the  older  man.  knocking  him 
to  the  sidewalk,  fracturing  his  skull. 

On  October  2.  10  50.  the  (  .rand  Jury  indicted  Brown  lor  Manslaughter  Second  Degree.  Case 
pending  at  the  close  of  the  year. 


Late  in  the  evening  ol  June  20.  10  50.  Mrs.  Anlonetle  Dolo.  ol  M0  West  Avenue,  notified  the 
police  of  the  Fifth  Precinct  Station,  lint  he-r  son  Henry  Doto,  .me  12.  was  missing  since  10  P.  M.  the 
previous  day.  A  general  message  reporting  the  hoy  s  disappearance  was  sent  over  the  police  lines. 

On  the  evening  ol  June-  2  I  si.  Frank  M.  T  almage,  and  his  wife  Viola  went  to  the  Douglas  Me 
morial  Hospital  at  Fort  Erie.  Ontario,  to  visit  Stewart  A.  Nighswander.  age  25,  a  roomer  in  their  home 
at  185  Auburn  Ave.  in  Buffalo.  I  hey  lound  him  receiving  treatment  for  a  slashed  arm.  self  inflicted. 
He  told  the  couple  he  had  killed  a  boy,  and  that  the  boelv  e  ould   be  found  in  the  woods  on  the  out 
skirts  of  Fort  Erie.  He  further  stated  that  the  boy  s  name  was  Doto.  and  thai  he  lived  on  West    \\  e 
nue  in  Buffalo,  just  around  the  corner  from  their  residence.     I  he  attempt  at  suicide  was  either  due  to 
remorse  or  fear  of  the  consequences  for  his  act.  Mr.  1  almage  notified  the  hospital  authorities  and  the 
Ontario  Provincial  Pol  ice.  w  ho  found  the  nude  dead  bodv  of  Henrv  Dolo,  in  the  woods,  at  the  loe  a 
tion  described  by  Nighswander.  The  boy  had  been  bound  and  gagged,  struck  on  the  head  with  some 
blunt  instrument,  slashed  with  a  razor  blade,  and  otherwise  mistreated.  Death  was  believed  to  nave 
been  caused  by  strangulation. 

Nighswander  was  placed  under  arrest  bv  the  Provincial  Police,  on  a  charge  of  Murder.  He  was 
tried  in  Welland  Ontario,  and  convicted  as  charged,  and  sentenced  to  be  hanged.  On  December  18. 
1030,  the  sentence  was  carried  out  in  Welland  County  Jail. 

At  10:30  A.  M..  November  2.  1030,  Members  of  the  Coast  Guard  found  the  bodv  of  a  female- 
infant  in  the  water,  at  the  lighthouse  entrance  to  the  Blackwell  Canal.  A  piece  of  twine  was  tied 
around  the  neck.

Kujawa  and  Dr.  Victor  A.  I  yrasinski.  I  lie  vacancies  in  the  stall  oc  c  asioned  In  the  death  ol  these 
men  hav  been  lilled  by  Dr.  Paul  J.  Rulecki,  Medical  Examiner  and  Dr.  (  harles  J.  Greenauer,  Police 
Surgeon.  Dr.  Barton  Mauenstein.  Direc  tor  ol  the-  Health  Laboratory  and  Dr.  Alfred  I  hie  h  psyc  hia- 
trist at  the  Meyer  Memorial  Hospital  also  joined  the  si, ill  during  this  period. 

A  report  ol  Dr.  I  Iric  h  s  activities  during  the  past  six  months  follows: 

"Psychiatrists  and  police  officers  are  consulting  cac  h  other  with  increasing  frequency.  Psychiatry 
le-e-ls  that  it  can  help  the  officers  and  courts  to  better  understand  the  problems  that  they  arc  asked  to 
solve.  It  realizes  to  be  sure  that  it  does  not  know  all  the  answers  but  that  in  many  case  a  more  scien- 
tific decision  c  .111  be  made  regarding  the  offender  il  some  ol  the  principles  ol  Mental  Hygiene  arc- 
understood  and  used 

From  July   10.  to  November  10.  I9J()  the  psychiatrist  was  asked  to  interview  all  sex  offenders. 

I  wenty-four  individuals  were  examined  and  various  recommendations  were  made  according  to  the 
problems  each  presented. 

In  the  majoritv  ol  the  e  ase-s  the  Judges  look  cognizance  ol  the  psychiatric  recommendations.  Ibis 
advice  was  not  followed  except  in  those  cases  where  there  was  no  adequate  agency  for  exec  uting  them. 

In  addition  to  this  routine  work  the  psychiatris  was  asked  to  interview  three  members  of  the 
police  force.  I  hese  oflic  ers  were  lound  to  be  laboring  under  considerable  nervous  tension  and  reports 
were  made  to  the  appropriate  officer  in  the  department. 

On  one  occasion  the  psychiatrist  was  asked  to  consult  with  the  Chiel  ol  Detectives  regarding  the- 
advisability  ol  removing  an  insane  woman  bom  her  home  to  a  hospital. 

I  he  psychiatrist  is  great  fill  lor  the  splendid  spirit  ol  cooperation  shown  by  the-  entire-  police  force 
and  hopes  thai  this  working  relationship  will  continue-,  not  only  for  their  mutual  benefit  but  also  for 
any   prisoner  in  need  ol  psye  hiatrie  help. 

In  addition  to  the  Scientific  Staff  four  members  ol  the-  Police  Department  are-  assigned  full  time- 
to  the  Laboratory.    I  here  are  two  polygraph  operators,  a  c  hemist  and  a  lirearms  investigator. 

During  the  year  1939  the  laboratory  offered  assistance  to  law  enforcement  officers  in  over  "300  e  ases 
and  the  laboratory  supplied  a  total  of  118  days  of  expert  testimony  in  the  Courts. 

Since  the  facilities  of  the  laboratory  are  available  to  law  enforcement  agencies  of  neighboring 
communities,  members  of  the  staff  testify  not  only  in  City  Court.  Erie  County  Court,  and  Supreme 
Court  at  Buffal  o  but  also  in  Supreme  Court  at  Loc  kport.

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Crime  Prevention  Bureau 


This  is  the  firsl  report  for  a  complete  year.  I  lie  Bureau  having  l)cen  established  March  I").  IOJH. 
last  year's  report  covered  only  the  nine  and  one-hall  months  that  the  Bureau  had  been  in  operation. 

I  he  Bureau  handles  all  cases  in  which  children  under  the  aye  ol  sixteen  years  are  involved,  and 
all  records  of  investigation  and  disposition  of  such  cases  are  kept  there. 

We  feel  that  the  Bureau  is  doing  very  constructive  work  in  combating  juvenile  dclinquencv  hy 
correcting,  eliminating  and  preventing  community  conditions  adverse  to  the  welfare  <>l  children,  hy 
training  hoys  and  girls  to  have  heller  knowledge  and  understanding  ol  the  laws,  and  ol  the  serious  con- 
sequences to  those  found  guilty  ol  violating  them. 

The  close  co-operation  o  f  the  CI  lildren  s  Court  and  all  the  recognized  public  and  private  social 
agencies,  directly  engaged  in  child  welfare  work,  has  been  very  helpful,  and  is  hereby  gratefull)  ack 
nowledged. 

1  he  work  of  the  Bureau  has  increased  considerably  during  ihe  past  year,  not  because  of  inc  reased 
delinquency,  but  rather  because  ol  an  increase  in  our  efforts  i<>  eliminate  so  called  bad  spots  and  other 
conditions  that  may  be  the  causes  of  juveniles  becoming  delinquent.  We  believe  thai  we  are  making 
very  favorable  progress  in  this  respect.  Our  officers  visit  pool  rooms,  taverns,  carnivals,  skating  rinks, 
theatres  and  other  places,  and  c  hec  k  to  see  that  they  are  operated  properlj  and  thai  the  proprietors  or 
attendants  are  not  allowing  juveniles  to  frequent  them,  in  violation  of  the  law. 

This  department  recommended  an  ordinance  which  requires  compulsory  registration  ol  all  bicycles 
in  the  city.  1  his  ordinance  was  passed  and  became  effective  April  1.  1940.  To  date  over  twenty- 
two  thousand  bicycles  have  been  registered.  While  there  were  more  bicycles  in  the  c  ity  last  year  than 
ever  before,  there  was  a  decrease  in  thefts  and  an  increase  in  percentage  ol  recoveries,  in  comparison 
with  records  of  other  years.  Bicycle  riders  are  required  to  obey  all  trallie  laws  and  regulations  and 
violators  are  petitioned  or  summoned  for  violations. 

The  personnel  of  the  Bureau  was  increased  this  year  by  the  addition  ol  a  Lieutenant  and  three 
Patrolmen,  so  that  the  personnel  now  consists  ol  a  Captain,  who  is  in  charge;  one-  Lieutenant,  two 
Desk  Lieutenants  (clerical  work),  one  Policewoman,  ten  Patrolmen  and  a  Cavilian  Director,  who  has 
rendered  invaluable  assistance.  All  officers  assigned  to  the  Bureau  work  in  civilian  clothes.  I  hey 
speak  several  languages  inc  luding  Polish,  German  and  Italian.  I  hey  receive  spec  ial  training  and 
instructions  in  the  methods  of  approach  and  inquiry  in  making  their  investigations,  and  operate  as 
quietly  and  secretly  as  possible. 

We  endorse  every  movement  that  encourages  c  lean,  healthy  and  wholesome  entertainment  and 
recreation  and  lend  all  the  assistance  and  co-operation  we  possibly  c  an  to  any  group  desiring  the  same. 
Our  Bureau  furnishes  speakers  to  address  groups  of  children  or  adults  and  explain   ses  of  delin- 
quency and  make  suggestions  that  will  assist  in  removing  the  causes.  During  the  year  WW  thirty-six 
groups  were  so  addressed,  comprising  {.()() }  persons.  I  here  were  also  seventy-two  groups,  comprising 
1,383  persons,  shown  through  Police  Headquarters  by  members  of  the  Crime-  Prevention  Bureau. 

Parents  have  shown  appreciation  for  our  efforts.  School  officials  and  teachers  have  been  very  co- 
operative. The  children  themselves  have  exhibited  a  responsiveness  that  is  most  pleasing  and  encour- 
aging. We  are  certain  that  a  much  more  friendly  feeling  now  exists  between  the  police  and  the  young- 
sters than  ever  before. 

There  is  a  large  map  of  the  City  of  Buffalo  in  the  Bureau  office.  I  his  map  is  divided  into  the 
seventeen  police  precincts  of  the  city  and  shows  the  location  of  every  park,  playground,  swimming  pool, 
boy's  club,  community  house,  boy  scout  troop,  etc.,  in  the  city  .  I  he  map  is  pin  marked  to  show  the 
location  and  nature  of  the  various  complaints  referred  to  the  Bureau.  By  this  arrangement  we  have 
a  true  picture  and  can  make  comparisons  ol  delinquency  and  recreational  facilities  within  any  given 
area. 

This  Bureau,  in  co-operation  with  the  Buffalo  Council  of  Boy  Scouts,  has  formed  three  more-  Boy 
Scout  troops  this  year,  making  a  total  of  seven  troops  now  being  sponsored  by  this  department.  A  club 
of  boys  ranging  in  age  from  sixteen  to  twenty-four  years  was  also  organized  and  is  being  supervised 
by  this  Bureau. 

The  Crime  Prevention  Bureau  in  completing  its  first  complete  year's  work  is  greatly  encouraged 
by  the  co-operation  received  from  the  community  in  general,  and  the  agencies  previously  mentioned, 
in  particular.  We  sincerely  solicit  a  continuance  of  this  splendid  support.  We  are  grateful  to  all 
and  pledge  to  give  our  best  efforts  to  our  work  in  the  coming  year.

1  heft  show  slight  increases. 

Annual  Crime  T  rends  graph  shows  that  the  year  1939  had  the  smallest  number  of  crimes  in 
Part  I  Classes  of  any  year  shown  including  1935.  In  comparing  1938  and  l(>30  we  find  a  decrease 
of  235  cases  in  this  class  of  crime.  The  year  1939  shows  a  decrease  of  436  cases  when  compared  with 
1937,  202  cases  compared  with  1936,  and  155  case,  when  compared  with  1933.  hi  fad  the  year  l<)39 
shows  less  crime  in  this  class  than  any  year  back  to  1919.    (See  Crime  Comparative  Table.) 

The    Monthly  Crime  Trends    graph  shows  that  the  month  of  October  has  the  most  crime. 

"Value  of  Property  Stolen  and  Recovered"  indicates  approximately  the  usual  amount  of  propert) 
recovered. 

The  graph  show  ing  Average  Value  of  Property  Stolen  Per  Offense  shows  thai  the  average  %  .i 1 1 1<- 
per  offense  in  Robbery  and  Burglary  increased  considerably  and  dec  reased  in  Larceny.  I  be  increase 
per  offense  in  Robbery  is  accounted  for  by  one  large  case  amounting  to  about  $6,000. 

The  "Age  of  Persons  Arrested  graph  shows  that  the  high  number  falls  in  the  33  to  3°  group,  the 
same  as  last  year.    The  40  to  44  age  group  and  the  20  year  group  are  ne.\l  in  order. 

In  the  Robbery  graph  it  will  be  noted  that  60%  of  arrests  fall  in  the  20  to  29  age  group  with  all 
other  groups  considerably  lower,  the  older  groups  being  only  3%  and  the  "Under  20"  group  13%.
